INTRODUCTION. 

My remarks this evening will be a continuation of the 
last lecture, and in order that the Audience may better under- 
stand the lecture this evening, I will give a short review of the 
principal points in the last lecture concerning "The House of 
Israel" as distinct from " The House of Judah." The Scepter 
was to Judah, the Birthright to Joseph, as represented by his 
two sons, Ephraim and Manasseh, which prophetic blessing 
said, that Ephraim, though the younger, should be the greater 
of the two, as he would become a nation and company of 
nations, and that Manasseh too should become a Great People. 
I told you that the representatives of Ephraim will be found 
having a descendant of David reigning over them (2d Chron. 
'3~5- J^r- 33"' 7) ^^^ t^^t David should never want a man to 
sit upon the throne of "The House of Irael." I told you of

transition of the Scepter from the "House of Judah" to "The 
Hou se of Israel." In answer to inquiries for further informa-, 
tion concerning the Prophet Jeremiah and his work in Ireland 
I will add the following: Jeremiah the Prophet, is the con - VV' 
necti ng link between two widely separated Hebrew dispens a- ^^^^^ 
tions and his continued identity after leaving Egypt is essen- 
tial to the further intelligent or satisfactory study of Bible 
Truth. God said in Jer. 1-5, "Before I formed thee and before 
thou camest forth out of the womb I sanctified thee, and I 
ordained thee a prophet unto the nations" and in verse 10, 
He further said, "I have this day set thee over the nations 
and over the kingdoms, to root out, and to pull down, and to 
destroy, aud throw down, to build and to plant Jeremiah 
means the exalted or appointed one of the Lord. He be- 
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longed to the Tribe of Benjamin, the missionary tribe of the 
worid, and beautifully called the Light bearers. It is an 
if2iS£Z^^</fact that all of the disciples, except Judas, were of 
the tribe of Benjamin. Paul specified that he also was of the 
stock of Israel, of the tribe of Benjamin, (Phil. 3-5). To go 
back, it is of the building and plafiting by Jeremiah I have 
to speak, and history proves that he did build a throne, a col- 
lege and a religion. At the time of the Babylonish captivity, 
588, B. C, Jeremiah, Baruch, his scribe, and his Great Grand- 
daughters, King Zedekiah's daughters, (Jer. 52-1), with cer- 
tain treasures were brought to Taphanes in Egypt, (Jer. 43-7)

37-31, 32) and prophecy said the remnant 
that is escaped of "The House of Judah" shall again take root 
downward and bear fruit upward. The Prophet Jeremiah 
was guaranteed his life, Baruch was promised his life (Jer. 45-5)- 
The King Zedekiah's daughters in their Great- Grandfather's 
charge, and Ebed-Melech, the Ethiopian who assisted Jere- 
miah were the saved ones (Jer. 39-18), because thou hast 
put thy trust in me, saith the Lord. I have already told you 
that where Jewish history ends, Irish history begins, the two 
events occurring pi the same time, and the question has 
been asked many times, how did Jeremiah escape from Egypt 
and reach Ireland, This brings us to the consideration of 
the ways and means used by God as preparatory in the 
planting and building of the new Empire as he told Jeremiah 
he should do. The Tribe of Dan was the maritime tribe of 
Israel, 1296 years, B. C, they had a large shipping trade, and 
being extreme lovers of peace, refusing to shed his brother's 
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blood in warfare, they would away in their ships, hence 
in Judges, 5-17, is asked, why did Dan remain in ships? The 
tribe of Dan made their first appearance in Ireland, 1200, 
B. C. Places were named after them meaning Dan's resting 
place, Dan's habitation, Dan in exile, etc., the original names 
being all Hebrew words, and shown on Ptolemy's map of 
Ireland. In Isa. 66-19 we read, and I will set a sign among 
them, and I will send those that escaped of them unto the 
nations, etc. Observe where, to Tarshish and the Isles afar 
off. On an Ancient map of Ptolemy's, England and Scotland are 
named Javan, and Spain, Portugal and France are Tarshish 
Frequent mention is made of Tarshish, the ships of Tarshish, 
etc. Thus to find the tribe of Dan is an important point, audit 
is more than a supposition that a ship of Dan entered port, and 
was the means of escape for the remnant of Judah, and the 
circumstances following confirm the truth of the statement. 
U^^x^tHd^L, Irish history says, about 585, B. C, a vessel landed at 
Ulster, Ireland, which was manned by the "Tuatha-da-Danans" 
(the tribe of Dan) and among the passengers on this vessel, 
which during its voyage had been temporarily disabled on the 
coast of Spain, during which short stay the King of Spain 
attempted to obtain possession of a large stone, oblong in 
shape, which these people had with them, but he (the King) 
failed in his object as its two guardians made off with it to 
their vessel and arrived on the Coast of Ireland. There was 
also among the passengers a princess of remarkable beauty 
named Tephi — meaning the loveliest that traversed the plain — 
accompanied by her guardian, afterwards known by the name 
Ollam Fola. Associated with them was another named Simon 
Baruch. They had in their possession a stone to which was 
attached remarkable traditions. I have already told you of 




the conditional marriage of Tephi with Eochiad, the then 
reigning King of Ireland, and as a result of the agreement a 
whole system of new methods of purely Hebrew origin was 
established. The ten commandments became the law of the 
land, and a complete revolution in institutions, manners and 
customs followed. For instance, the name of the King's castle 
in Meath, was changed from Lothair Grofinn to Tara, a Hebrew 
word meaning, "The Law of the Two Tables." Tephi, a 
Hebrew word meaning the loveliest that traversed the plain. 
Ollam Fola, a name by which Jeremiah was called there, a 
Hebrew word meaning a prophet, or revealer of Divine things. 
If asked in Ireland, who is the greatest man that ever lived? 
Ollam Fola is the answer. The vessel which brought these 
remarkable persons was manned by sailors of the Tuatha-da- 
Danans, a Hebrew word meaning the tribe of Dan. Tephi 
was buried in a tomb called mergech, a Hebrew name for 
repository. This sepulchre was made 60 feet square, covered 
by a mound of earth and remains intact to this day in Tara, 
Ireland. Moreover, the Lion of Judah became the royal 
standard of Ireland, as it has been of the Kings of Judah from 
David to Zedekiah, and as it is to-day of England. On the 
Island called Davenish, there is a round tower, connected with 
which is an ancient cemetery. In one corner of the cemetery 
there is a tomb hewn out of solid rock, and that tomb has from 
time immemorial been called Jeremiah's tomb. His bust has a 
place of honor upon Dublin's Capitol, and the reverence for his 
name is expressed in a well know Irish Couplet: 



"There's not a hut the Isle around, 
But where a Jerry may be found." 



Institutions of Learning. 

History tells us that this Divinely Commissioned man, 
called Ollam Fola, among other changes established the 
Mur-ollam, a Hebrew word meaning school of the Prophets. 
A curriculum was introduced requiring students to complete 
a course in the School of Classics, the School of Law and the 
School of Philosophy and Poetry. It required 12 years' study 
to graduate from these schools. It is well known to historians 
that for Centuries Ireland was the University for all Europe. 
Sir James Mcintosh says the Irish nation possesses genuine 
history, several centuries more ancient than any other Euro- 
pean nation possesses in its present spoken language. 

Dr. Johnson said: "Ireland was in early times the school 
of the West, the quiet habitation of sanctity and learning." 

Lord Lyttleton said: **Most of the lights which in times 
past — times of thick darkness — cast their beams over Europe 
proceeded from Ireland." 

Mosheim says: "Ireland supplied Gaul, Germany and 
Italy with their scholars and professionals." 

Camden says: "The Saxons flocked from all quarters to 
Ireland, which was a mart of literature. It is recorded as a 
mark of respect to many of the great ones, *He was sent to 

Ireland to be educated.' " //z><^<-^ ^^ iyiljL j/j^t.JyC^ 

Julius CsBsar says: **The learned ^Druids were taught in 
"Xr the Irish schools, and the youth from Gaul were sent there to 
finish their education, and further says. Persons who desire to 
acquire a more extensive knowledge repair to Britain for in- 
formation." If Britain and Ireland held such positions where 
did they get their knowledge, and from whence came the 
tribes of Dan and Simeon— the Welsh — about whom so much is 
written? Potent questions these. ^ ^ 
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The Harp. 

History says: These people also brought with them "the 
harp and other musical instruments." The harp was the 
national instrument of the Hebrews (2d Sam. 6-5) and its inven- 
tion is assigned to an antediluvian period, (Gen. 4-21) At the 
time of the Babylonish captivity (Ps. 137-2) they sat down, yea 
they wept, when they remembered Zion, and they hung their 
harps upon the willows. 

The harp was the national emblem ot Ireland Centuries 
before Christ, and for 2,000 years floated on Ireland's Castles 
and was stamped upon her shields and coin. It was the only 
standard acknowledged until the union of the three realms, 
England, Ireland and Scotland in one Kingdom. Then the 
cross of Saint Andrews, the cross of Saint George and the 
cross of Saint Patrick(?) became Union Jack. The word Jack 
is from the Hebrew Jacob, meaning wanderer. A word right 
here about St. Patrick. There is no such personage. The 
term is a perversion of Saint Patriarch, simply the patriarchal 
saint, a term applied to the Prophet Jeremiah in Ireland. He 
was the real sainted patriarch of Ireland, and observe this fact, 
there never was a Roman Catholic in Ireland before the fifth 
century. The man who is reported as having died March 17, 
465, Authorities tell us was Calpurnius of France, born about 
387 A. D. His tribal history places him as a Ben jamite and a 
Christian, never a Roman Catholic, and he came to Ulster, Ire- 
land, as a missionary to his brethren. The name St. Patrick, 
as applied to him was a later substitute,oroffset,to vSt. Patriarch, 
the Prophet Jeremiah. 

The shamrock is the national emblem of Ireland. When 
Jeremiah first preached the Christian faith in Ireland before a 
Chief and his people, while speaking of God and the Trinity, 



the Chief asked, how one could be in three? Instead of giving a 
theological definition, he stooped to the earth, plucked from 
the green sod a shamrock, and holding it up before them, bid 
them behold one in three. 

The harp brought by Jeremiah to Ireland is now in the 
English Museum. It is an interesting fact that Miss Eily 
Landwersick, of Brooklyn, made a harp after the Davidian 
pattern out of shamrock, to be exhibited at the World's Fair, 
Chicago, 111., in 1893. But the Ancient shamrock leaf soon 
found the sacred site too narrow, and its shadow spread abroad 
upon every land, and North, South, East and West, it is under 
the shadow of Saxon things alone, that men have hope. 

In those early times much of the history of the nation was 
written in poems of the country, and bearing upon this point 
we give the following from Moore's Irish melodies. 
'' The Harp That Once Through Tara's Halls." 

The Harp that once thro' Tara's halls, 

The soul of music shed. 
Now hangs as mute on Tara's walls, 

As if that soul were fled . 
So sleeps the pride of former days, 

So glory's thrill is o'er; 
And hearts that once beat high for praise, 

Now feel that praise no more. 

No more to Cliiefs and ladies bright 

The harp of Tara swells, 
The chord, alone that breaks at night, 

Its tale of ruin tells; 
Thus Freedom now so seldom wakes, 

The only throb she gives 
Is when some heart indignant, breaks, 

To show that still she lives. 

In 565 the old and famous Capital City of Tara was 
destroyed, and from thence Tara was deserted, and the harp 
sounded no more through Tara's halls. 



The Basis of Irish History. 

The ancient records and chronicles of the kingdom were 
ordered to be written and preserved at Tara, by Ollam Fola, 
and these form the basis of the ancient history of Ireland and 
is called tlie Psalter of Tara. They were written 583, B. C. 
The facts stated throughout this section of Jeremiah's relation 
to Irish history are confirmed by at least twenty Irish 
historians.* 

The Pillar of Witness. 

The Lost ten tribes of Israel when found will have ia 
their possession a Stone, or Pillar of Witness, which will serve 
as an added evidence of their Identity. I told you that Irish 
history says, the remarkable people who arrived at Ulster, on a 
ship of Dan, had with them an oblong stone bearing remark- 
able traditions. Now let us examine the facts associated with 
this Pillar of Witness. When Jacob, afterwards called Israel, 
had set out to go to his uncles, he came to a certain place 
(Gen. 28-11) and tarried there all night. He took stones and 
made a pillow and laid down to sleep, then came his wonderful 
dream (Gen. 28-12, 15) in which God said, I am with thee and 
will keep thee in all places whither thou goest, and will bring 
thee again into this land, for I will not leave thee until I have 
done that which I have spoken to thee of. Jacob, whose soul 
was filled with awe said (Gen. 28-17) This is none other but the 
House of God, and this is the Gate of Heaven. In the morning 
he took the Stone and set it up for a pillow-pillar, (Vs. 18-19) 
called the name of the place Bethel, that is, the house of God, 
and in V. 22, and this stone which I have set for a pillar shall 
be God's House, (Read also Gen. 35-10,15, where his name is 
changed from Jacob to Israel and the blessings to follow).

The facts for further consideration then are the Pillar of Wit- 
ness, the fact that the Children of Israel were dispersed in the 
Assyrian Captivity 721, B. C, from which exile they have never 
yet returned, and God's promise not to leave Israel till they did 
return to their own land, and the inquiry, Where is the Pillar 
of Witness at the present time? When Jacob, or Israel, was 
about to die, he repeated to Joseph, (Gen. 48-21) what God had 
said to him, — God shall be with you and biing you agam unto 
the land of your fathers, which prophecy and solution will be 
considered in this lecture, and you remember that it was 
through Joseph's two children, Ephraim and Manasseh that 
the fullness of the promises, prophecies, and covenants were to 
be realized. And His truth endureth to all generations. 
(Ps. 100-5). 

God said in Deut. 12-5 that He would choose the place to 
put His name, and we find in 2 Sam 24-18, David is advised to 
go up and rear an altar unto the Lord in the threshing floor 
of Araunah, the Jebusite. In i Chron. 21-15, ^S» 29, we find 
the same recorded. The tabernacle and appointments which 
Moses made were at this time at Gibeon. When David had 
secured the threshing floor of Araunah (i Chron. 21-15, 29 and 
I Chron. 22-1) he said. This is ftie House of the Lord, God, etc. 
The site having been procured, David proceeded to make 
preparations to build God's House, which was completed by 
Solomon, (2 Chron. 3-1). Then Solomon began to build the 
House of the Lord at Jerusalem, on Mount Moriah, where the 
Lord appeared unto David, his father, in the place that David 
had prepared in the threshing-floor of Araunah, the Jebusite 
When the treasures of the Lord were brought into the new 
Temple there was a relic older than them all. 



in Ps. 118-22, 23, we read^ 
the stone which the builders rejected is become the Head- 
stone of the corner, (Observe Prof. Ramsey's opinion fur- 
ther on concerning this stone). This Head- stone was the trans- 
fer of Bethel, Jacob's Pillow-Pillar, one of the heirlooms of 
the Centuries, and when while looking for a suitable place 
to deposit it, the bearers unconsciously placed it in the very 
heart of the Temple, upon the summit of Mt. Moriah, which 
David himself had also called Bethel, they cried out with 
astonishment, This is the Lord's doing, and it is marvelous in 
Xr our eyes, and was it not wonderful, Bethel resting upon 

/-fA.^p^ZyL^ Bethel . From that time it has been called the stone Phail, a 
2 -- / ^ '.

^luyy^/^'f^^^^^^ ivards, and examine some of the arguments in support of the 
w- ^^i- idea that the Coronation Stone, upon which for the past 2300 

years, every King and Queen of Ireland, Scotland and Eng- 
land have been crowned, and which is now in the seat of the 
Coronation Chair in Westminster Abbey, and upon which 
^ueen Victoria sat at her Jubilee Ceremonies and which has 
been seen by several of my personal friends during their 
travels abroad, the arguments I repeat in support of the idea 
that this is the very stone Jacob set up nearly 4,000 years ago 
and vowed that this stone shall be God's House. It must be in 
existence tor it was a pillar of witness, that the promises God 
made to Israel should be verified and that He would bring him 
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again into his own land and that is in the line of prophecy stil 
^fc be accomplished. This stone was known to be in the Temple 
at the time of the Babylonish Captivity, and as the Head-stone 
of the Comer (Ps. 118-22) testified to the presence of Jehovah, 
Jeremiah the Prophet as Royal High Priest, knew the value of 
every article in which he knew his Lord to be interested, and 
having free access to the Temple had ample time to secure 
what he knew God desired preserved. It was taken by Jere- 
miah to Ireland in his replanting of David's Kingdom and was 
known there as the Lia Phail, a Hebrew word meaning stone . 
wonderful. 

Appearance of the Stone. 

The Coronation Stone of England is a rough, unattractive 
mass of red sandstone, about 26 inches long, 16^ inches wide 
and loj/i inches thick. There is nothing about it to attract 
attention save the fact of so plain an object being found in 
such a place, beneath the seat of an antique chair of carved 
wood from which place it is never moved. Dean Stanley has 
called it " a precious relic," and has said it is ** the one prime- 
val monument that binds together the whole empire." The 
red sandstone of which it is composed does not occur in Ire- 
land or Scotland, but stone of the precise description is found 
near the surface on the western shores of the Dead Sea, and its 
geological testimony emphasizes the more than superstition, 
that it may have been quarried at Bethel. Dean Stanley 
further says, "The iron rings, which are nearly worn through, 
the battered surface and the large crack bear witness to its 
long migrations." Prof. Ramse)'^ an eminent geologist, at 
Dean Stanley's request, gave his opinion that it was originally 
prepared for building purposes, but not having been used 
{Ps. 118-22) bears the marks of extensive migrations, a suppo- 



sition confirmed by the very ancient iron rings which have 
been inserted into it. It is also believed to have been carried 
by the Children of Israel through the Wilderness journey upo» 
which point I have not spoken, the crack nearly rending it, beings 
the stroke by Moses. This may seem far fetched but it is not 
apart from the visible facts. Exodus 17-6, Num. 20-10, 11. 
Ps. 78-16, I Cor. 10-4, the rock that followed them or went 
with them. 

Facts About the Stone. 
All Irish historical writers, Ancient and Modern, tell us. 
that a large stone of extraordinary 'virtue was brought into- 
Ireland. That the monarchs of Ireland were all inaugurated 
on the Lia Phail which was kept at Tara, in Meath, the chief 
seat of the monarchs, and by succession to Fergus I of Scot- 
land each succeeding King of Scotland was crowned thereon 
until Edward I of England invaded the country 1296 and car- 
ried it off and it has ever since been in the possession of the 
English. It as thje stone upai; which all Kings and Queens- 
of Great Britain have been crowneS for the past 2,300 years,, 
and is the chief object of attraction to numberless visitors. 

Other Names. 

It has been variously described as the Coronation Stone,. 
The Lia Phail, The Stone of Destiny, The Stone Wonderful, 
Jacob's Pillow and Jacob's Pillar. Whatever may be its- 
source, its preciousness is deeply imbedded in the heart of the 
British Monarchy, and it is a Pillar of Witness to the following 
indisputable facts. "That it came from the East. That it is of 
Hebrew origin, as its name Phail assures. That it was brought to- 
Ireland by a Hebrew Prophet, and that a Hebrew Princess 
named Tephi was crowned upon it." Thus was God's promise 
maintained, "I have made a covenant with my chosen, I have 



«wom unto David, my servant, thy seed will I establish 
ibrever, and build up thy throne to all generations. Thus far the 
generations in direct and unbroken line from Adam to Victoria 
are 150, and from King David, without error, flaw, or missing 
link, 119 generations. Thus do we see how God has kept His 
word to David, and with this view, English and American his- 
tory become at once understandable, and the prophecy, 
throughout the Ages connected with the Stone Witness, trans- 
lated by Sir Walter Scott, becomes intelligently interpreted 
^nd understood. 

* 'Unless the fates are faithless grown, 
And prophet's voice be vain, 
Where'er is found this sacred stone. 
The Wanderer's race shall reign." 

I demonstrated to you as a literal fulfillment of prophecy 
as existing before your own eyes how that Great Britain's 
landed possessions form a girdle about the world and that it is 
their boast that the sun never sets upon their possessions, and 
<:arrying you down the scale of the ages to the present time 
and proving to you beyond question or doubt that Great 
Britain has every rightful claim to the title of Ephraim-Israel, 
I closed this portion of our talk with the crucial test for prov- 
ing an Ephraimite which I will again repeat Qudges 12-5, 6). 
Art thou an Ephraimite? If he said, Nay; Then said they 
unto him, Say now Shibboleth: and he said Sibboleth: for he 
-could not frame to pronounce it right, and reminding you that 
to this day the English stumble over the letter H. 

But Manasseh too shall be a Great People. I told you in 
the Patriarchal Blessing in Genesis 48, when Joseph was 
reaccepted in his sons making Ephraim the younger, synono- 
mous with Israel, he constituted then and there Manasseh a 
13th tribe and from that time ever to be a 13th tribed Israel. 



I told you that the first time the number 13 occurred was in 
reference with rebellion (Gen. 14-4) and "from that time to- 
this it has dominated all the historical eras in which rebellions 
have occurred." Manasseh being constituted a 13th tribe that 
number became their tribal number. When we consider the 
tribal number, and the only instance of the loss of one child, or 
colony by England, in the separation of the Revolutionary 
struggle, and when you consider still further the 13 original 
colonies in the United States, the 13 stars and stripes on the 
American flag, and so well illustrated on our twenty-five and 
fifty cent coins for 1893, the 13 arrows in the Eagle's claws, the 
13 leaves on the olive branch, the 13 stripes on the shield, the 
13 stars at the top, the 13 letters in the National Motto,. 
E Pluribus Unum, meaning one out of many, etc., etc., we 
have no small measure of evidence in this direction alone as 
to who to-day stands the representative of Manasseh, and not 
less remarkable from a prophetic stand-point is our National 
Seal, and I continued to show you that America also stands, 
a brilliant witness of the truth of God's sure Word, the inspira- 
tion of which no one can question. I told you that many of 
the most gracious promises were made to the Lost Ten Tribes^ 
or "The House of Israel" during their wandering and, unbe- 
known to them, but to be found in fulfillment upon them as 
marks for identification when they should be found in the Last 
Days which I proved to you (Heb. 1-2), are distinctly the days 
between the first and Second Coming of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, and presented such a wealth of evidence from 
Promise, Prophecy and Covenant that in point of fulfillment 
to-day. Great Britain and America stand the very embodiment 
of Moses and the Prophets, and we are further told (Rom. 
11-25) that when this revelation which would take place at 



the time of the fullness of the Gentiles,at which point in the chron- 
ological scale we stand to-day, that in those days, "The House 
of Judah" shall walk with the "House of Israel" and they shall 
come together out of the land of the North (The Isles north and 
west of Palestine) to the land that I have given for an inheri- 
tance unto your Fathers, (Jer. 3-18) and this brings us to the 
subject of our lecture this evening which is, " The House of 
Judah." 



ADDRESS. 

"The House of Jiidah," or Jews proper, are the decendants 
of Judah, the fourth son of Jacob and to whom was given the 
royal scepter (Gen. 49-10) with the promise that, The scepter 
shall not depart from Judah nor a law giver from between his 
feet until Shiloh, or Eest, come. Their catalogue of sin and in- 
iquities as well as those of the House of Israel resulted in the 
same climax of catastrophy, and 134 years after the Assyrian 
captivity, which concerned the House of Israel, the House of 
Judah was carried captive in the Babylonish captivity for 70 
years, after which they returned to Jerusalem. The effort of 
my last lecture was to establish the House of Israel, now let us 
consider some of the contrasting marks of identity in connec- 
tion with the House of Judah, for according to prophecy Judah 
was to be and is by history and fact the standing miracle. The 
House of Israel was governed by 16 Judges and three kings, 
Saul, David and Solomon. After Solomon's death, ten tribes 
revolted, and after this revolt there were Two Kingdoms separ- 
ated the one from the other and were henceforth known as the 
Xin^dom of Judah and the Kingdom of Israel. The severance 
was complete. The Kingdom of Judah was governed by 19 
Kings and one Queen, and existed as a nation 387 years when 
they were taken into the Babylonish captivity, and Prophecy 
said concerning these people (Isa. 3-9) that wherever they 
were. The shew of their countenance doth witness against 
them. **There are today Russian Jews, Austrian Jews, Polish 
Jews, Italian Jews, German Jews, English and American Jews 
and yet they are distinguished at first sight as distinct from 
other nationalities. This remarkable ethnic phenomenon is a 
strong point in their history, and is the only instance of the 
kind in history." No other race has ever been dispersed among 
other people without losing their national traits of character 
and peculiar characteristics, yet, the Jews scattered through- 
out the habitable globe for 1800 years still retain their ethnic 
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identity, and though they mingle with every other nation they 
l)lend with none. The children of Israel were to become a 
multitudinous people. In Hosea (i-io) we read, the number of 
the Children of Israel shall be as the sand of the sea which can- 
not be measured nor numbered, on the other hand, the House 
of Judah according to Jer. 15-7 was to be few. Bereft of chil- 
<iren. At the time of the census in i Sam. 11- 8, the Children of 
Israel were 300,000, the men of Judah 30,000. To-day the men* 
of Judah are about 6,000,000 in the whole earth, and the single 
tribe of Manasseh in the United States alone is about 65,000,- 
000. At this time previous to the restoration we find this 
people according to Jer. 17-4 without a government, and still 
under the Mosaic law; on the other hand we read in Jer. 33-17, 
For thus saith the Lord. David shall never want a man to sit 
upon the throne of the House of Israel, and I told you in my 
last lecture, of the wonderful part taken by the Prophet Jere- 
miah in the transition of the Scepter from the House of Judah 
to the House of Israel, and the actual transplanting of David's 
throne and lineal seed and of Judah's royal scepter and tribal 
standard (the Lion of Judah, of David's house united to the 
Unicorn of Israel (Deut. 33-17,) are the component parts of 
British heraldry, and the Bullock in the Sobriquet, **John 
Bull.") into a place so utterly apart and so quietly accomplished 
that they have been effectively hidden or lost from that time 
until the present startling revelation that the royal line is un- 
broken and without flaw, error or missing link from King David 
to Victoria, the present royal Queen of England. 

In Jer. 24-9, we are told this people will be a proverb in 
the places whither they are driven, and the proverb, "as rich 
^s a Jew," is familiar to you all. Judah was to be carried away 
captive for 70 years, then returned to their land and given an- 
other opportunity and trial, but after their rejection of the Mes- 
siah, the Gospel was sent to the Lost Sheep of the House of Is- 
rael, and Judah was cast out of their land because, they knew 
not the time of their visitation; from that time the Jews were 
never to be a nation, or to have a King, until their union with 
Israel and their acceptance of Jesus as the Messiah which event 
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is even at the door. Having established our point of outlook 
in the finding of the ten Lost tribes which was to be revealed in 
the Last Days in connection with the fullness of the Gentiles 
we have the beginning of another series of events which will by 
successive steps constitute the climax of the world's history, and 
this fact is the determining feature of the next events in order. 
We will next proceed to consider some of the unfulfilled proph- 
ecies bearing upon coming events, and this concerns the Jews. 
Jerusalem and the assignment of the land promised to Abra- 
ham and his successors, which land has never yet been received 
or occupied by its rightful heirs but which is to take place 
among the next events in order after the establishing of the 
Identity which has already taken place. 

FIRST, THE JEWS AND THEIR PRESENT CONDITION. 

From Moses to Christ, from Jeremiah to Peter and Paul^ 
the Jews are the men who have voiced the highest thought 
in the world down the Ages, and whose teaching is the guide of 
our life to-day, and who will continue to lead mankind to the 
end of time. It will serve no purpose to depreciate the Jew. 
It is a fact, given ah equal opportunity in the higher education 
of nearly every country the Jews rank first, and in the higher 
institutions ot learning in Germany, they rank one in ten. In 
Europe a large proportion of scholars and educators are of 
Jewish blood and are Leading Authorities of Biblical interpre- 
tation and criticism, and the tide of Jewish influence in educa- 
tion and literature is still rising. Their political preeminence is 
also conspicuous, and not long ago a Jew was Prime Minister 
of the realm of England. 'In connection with the Press, in Spain 
the Editor of the most influential paper in the whole country is 
a Jew. Of twenty-three liberal and progressive papers of Ber- 
lin daily press, there are only two which are not in one way or 
another under Jewish control. In Dresden at a representative 
gathering of the Press twenty-nine out of forty-three were 
Jews.* In Austria the same fact appears, not only is it acknowl- 
edged that the Press of Europe is largely in Jewish hands and 
produced by Jewish brains but we have also an American testi- 
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tnony in Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, who is of Hebrew descent, and 
Editor of the New York World, which has in actual buyers 500,- 
000 a day. As a nation they are lovers of money. The name 
of Rothschild is familiar to all, and it is the Jews who regulate 
the money market of the world. The day is at hand when the 
racial barrier will be forever wiped away and according to Isa- 
11-13, The envy also of Ephraim shall depart, and the adver- 
saries of Judah shall be cut off. Ephraim shall not envy Judah, 
and Judah shall not vex Ephraim, and as an associate in the 
further evangelization of the world one writer expresses it thus: 
"Clear as the sun at noon it shines forth from the prophecies 
and other scriptures which God has caused to be written, that 
never till the Jews behold the true and only Christ of God, and 
receive Him as their Christ, can the world be evangelized. 
When they who have so long witnessed against Jesus are 
brought round to witness for Him, then shall a force be brought 
into the evangelization of the world more wonderful, and more 
potent than all the ages have known before." Let us now con- 
sider further the prophecy in Ezek. 37-15, 28. The word of 
the Lord came again unto me, saying. Moreover, thou son of 
man, take thee one stick, and write upon it. For Judah, and for 
the children of Israel his companions: then take another stick, 
and write upon it. For Joseph, the stick of Ephraim, and for all 
the house of Israel his companions. 

And join them one to another into one stick; and they shall 
become one in thine hand. And when the children of thy peo- 
ple shall speak unto thee, saying. Wilt thou not shew us what 
thou meanest by these? Say unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will take the stick of Joseph, which is in the 
hand of Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel his fellows, and will 
put them with him, even with the stick of Judah, and make 
them One stick, and they shall be One in mine hand. And the 
sticks whereon thou writest shall be in thine hand before their 
eyes. And say unto them. Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, J 
will take the children of Israel from among the heathen, 
whither they be gone, and will gather them on every side, and 
bring them into their own land. And I will make them One 
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nation in the land upon the mountains of Israel; and one King- 
shall be King to them all, and they shall be no more two na- 
tions, neither shall they be divided into two kingdoms any more 
at all; neither shall they defile themselves any more with their 
idols, nor with their detestable things, nor with any of their 
transgressions; but I will save them out of all their dwelling 
places, wherein they have sinned, and will cleanse them; so shall 
they be my people, and I will be their God. 

And David my servant shall be king over them; and they 
all shall have one shepherd, they shall also walk in my judg- 
ments, and observe my statutes, and do them. And they shall 
•dwell in the land that I have given unto Jacob my servant, 
wherein your fathers have dwelt; and they shall dwell therein, 
even they, and their children, and their children's children for- 
ever, and my servant David shall be their prince forever. 
Moreover, I will make a covenant of peace with them. It shall 
be an everlasting covenant with them, and I will place them, 
and multiply them, and will set my Sanctuary in the midst of 
them forevermore. My tabernacle also shall be with them: 
yea, I will be their God, and they shall be my people. And the 
heathen shall know that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when my 
Sanctuary shall be in the midst of them forevermore. 

Consider once more verses 21-22. And say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I will take the children of Is- 
rael from among the heathen, whither they be gone, and will 
gather them on every side, and bring them into their own land: 
And I will make them one nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Israel; and one king shall be king to them all; and they 
shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided into 
two kingdoms any more at all. 

This brings us to the second topic for consideration, 
namely. 
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JERUSALEM. 

What are some of the prophecies bearing directly upon the 
coming events and what testimony does Jerusalem already bear 
in the direction of fulfillment? In Isa. (62-6, 7), we read, ye 
that make mention of the Lord keep not silence, and give Him 
no rest till He establish, and till He make Jerusalem a praise in 
the earth. Again in Psalms (122-6) Pray for the peace of Jeru- 
salem, they shall prosper that love thee. 

Prominent among the preparatory steps to this end is the 
prophecy in Joel 2-23, Be glad then ye children of Zion and re- 
joice in the Lord your God for He hath given you the former 
rain moderately, and He will cause to come down for you the 
rain, the former rain and the latter rain in the first month. In 
Zech. 8-7, 8, we find God announcing that He will save His 
people Israel and bring them from East and West and plant 
them in Palestine, and as an associate event prior in Zech. lo-i,. 
and preparatory to this, Godexhortshis people to ask for rain in 
the time of the latter rain promising to send it. These are 
among the passages where the latter rain is prophetically asso- 
ciated with the restoration of Israel to Palestine. Now what 
are the facts? For about 2000 years the latter rain, which falls in 
March, has been withheld from Palestine, this being the cause 
of Palestine's agricultural desolation. You remember the latter 
rain was cut off because of Israel's sins (Jer. 3-3), but for the 
past few jears God has been restoring it more and more, and 
for the past three years the rain has fallen regularly and co- 
piously in Palestine. In addition there are showers, 'heavy 
dews, rain falls in July and August, clouds which temper the 
heat, and which were never known even as recently as twenty 
years ago, and to show you how exactly prophecy and fulfill- 
ment balance, I will read this portion directly from The Book. 
(Zech. lo-i). Ask ye of the Lord rain in the time of the latter 
rain; so the Lord shall make bright clouds, and give them 
showers of rain, to every one grass in the field. This prophecy 
and fulfillment are already established. 

The finding of the Lost ten tribes is of imminent impor- 
tance to the Jews for. it holds out to them the promise of a 
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country, and we read in Jer. (3-18), which I will repeat again 
for emphasis, in those days the House of Judah shall walk With 
the House of Israel, and they shall come Together out of the 
land of the North to the land that I haVe given for an inheri- 
tance unto your Fathers. England already by joint treaty of 
the great European nations is the recognized guardian ot the 
Holy Places and when her Identity is fully manifest will with- 
out doubt make her Protectorate an actual one and issue a Proc- 
lamation to that effect. It is well known to Judah that Israel 
must be found in these very days, for the death throes of the 
Turkish empire cannot but protend a speedy solution of the 
Eastern question, and with the Prophets in their hands the 
House of Judah also knows that the days of its return must follow 
closely thereupon. Nor can Judah fail to see what Disraeli saw, 
That so far as human policy and politics are concerned in this 
topic, with England, and England only, lies her hopes for Pales- 
tine. We move amid the miracles of history. The facts which 
demonstrate the Saxons to be the Israel of the House of Joseph, 
are as unmistakable and abundant as those which demonstrate 
"Mary's Son to be the very Christ." It is far from wisdom to 
shut our eyes and ears against the fact that we are now already 
well advanced into the days long wished for by the Saints. 
The House of Israel and the House of Judah are Jehovah's wit- 
nesses in the whole earth. Prophetic Students, or the Watch- 
men in Israel are not concerned for the Truth, but for its accep- 
tance, for the times are growing short. Verily (Ps. 102-13), 
Thou shalt arise and have mercy ^ upon Zion for the time to 
favor her, yea, the set time is come. (Ps. 102-16), when the 
Lord shall build up Zion, He shall appear in his glory. (Jer. 
31-38, 40), Behold the days come, s^ith the Lord, that the City 
shall be built to the Lord. It shall not be plucked up, nor 
thrown down any more forever. (Jer. 30-3). For lo, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will bring again the captivity of my 
people Israel and Judah, saith the Lord, and I will cause them 
to return to the land that I gave to their fathers and They shall 
possess it. (Isa. 2-2), Out of Zion shall go forth the law and 
the Word of the Lord from Jerusalem. (Micah. 4-7) And the 
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Lord shall reign over them in Mt. Zion, from henceforth even 
forever. (Isa. 62-6, 7). Ye that make mention of the Lord 
keep not silence and give Him no rest till he establish, and till 
he make Jerusalem a praise in the earth. (Isa, 2-5) O, House 
of Jacob, come ye and let us walk in the Light of the Lord. 

PALESTINE BESTOBED. 

In Jer. 30-3 we read, For lo, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will bring again the captivity of my people Israel and 
Judah saith the Lord, and I will cause Them to return to the 
land that I gave to their fathers, and They shall possess it. 
The heirs of Abraham have never yet received or occupied the 
land promised to him and his heirs for an everlasting posses- 
sion. During Israel's stay in the Holy Land, they never had 
possession of more than one twentieth of their promised in- 
heritance. In Gen. 17-7, 8, we read the promise to Abraham. 
And I will establish my covenant between Me and Thee and 
thy seed after thee in their generations for an everlasting cov- 
enant to be a God unto thee and to thy seed after thee. And I 
will give unto thee and thy seed after thee the land wherein 
thou art a stranger, all the Land of Canaan for an everlasting 
possession, and I will be their God. Again, in Numbers 34-2 
we read, Command the Children of Israel and say unto them, 
When ye come into the Land of Canaan this is the land that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance even the Land of Canaan 
with the Coasts thereof. In Gen. 15-18 we find that the terri- 
tory extends from the river of Egypt, or the Nile, unto the 
great river, the river Euphrates, which forms part of the east- 
ern boundary. In Numbers 34-3 we find the Southern border 
to be the outmost coast of the salt sea eastward. In Deut. 11- 
24 we read, every place whereon the soles of your feet shall 
tread shall be yours, from the wilderness and Lebanon (which 
is the farthest point north) from the river, the river Euphrates 
even unto the uttermost sea (which is the sea of Oman or 
Arabian sea) shall your coast be. In Josh. 1-4 we read. From 
the wilderness and this Lebanon even unto the great river 
Euphrates all the land of the Hittites, and unto the great sea, 
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(the Mediterranean) towards the going down of the Sun shall 
be your coast. And in Ezek. 48-1, 8, we are not only instructed 
as to the boundaries, but the divisions or portions to be occupied 
by each of the Twelve tribes at the time of the restoration or 
resettlement upon the threshold of which events we now stand. 
Thus you see that the Land promised to Abraham and his. 
seed forever, comprises the Peninsula of Arabia, and Egypt ta 
the Nile, and whose boundary lines North, East, South and 
West have been given in minutest, unmistakable and unerring^ 
manner, so clear that he who runs may read. There never was. 
a right, or a title to any inheritance, or any possession like that 
which the nations of Israel and Judah have to this Land. And 
now let us examine Ezekiel's survey in its detailed particulars. 
In Ezek. 47-13, 14, 21, we read. Thus saith the Lord God, this- 
shall be the border whereby ye shall inherit the Land accord- 
ing to the Twelve tribes of Israel. Joseph shall have two por- 
tions, and ye shall inherit one as well as another concerning^ 
the which I lifted up mine hand to give it unto your fathers, 
and this Land shall fall unto you for inheritance. So shall ye 
divide this Land unto you according to the tribes of Israel. In 
Jacob's blessing of his Sons in Gen. 49-16, we read, Dan shall 
judge his people as one of the tribes of Israel. In the history 
of the tribe of Dan he served as a marvel in pioneer work both 
on land and on sea, and in the restoration we find that Dan's 
name is mentioned first in the assignment of territory. There 
is no word in the Old Testament for northeast or northwest,^ 
but the compound words in the Scriptures read north north- 
ward, south southward, so that as the Land is divided the line 
extends north-west and south-east, instead of directly east and. 
west in this extremely irregular territory.

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DIVISION OF THE LAND. (Ezek. 48th Chapter.) 

From the north end to the coast, a portion for Dan. And 
by the border of Dan, from the east side unto the west side, a 
portion for Asher. And by the border of Asher, from the east 
side even unto the west side, a portion for Naphtali. The 
promise in Deut. 33-23 reads. Of Naphtali he said, O Naphtali 
satisfied with favor and full with the blessing of the Lord. 
Possess thou the West and South. And by the border of Naph- 
tali, from the east side unto the west side, a portion for Manas- 
seb. And by the border of Manasseh, from the east side unto 
the west side, a portion for Ephraim. And by the border of 
Ephraim, from the east side even unto the west side, a portion 
for Reuben. 

And by the border of Reuben from the east side unto the 
west side, a portion for Judah. And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side unto tne west side, shall be the offering 
which ye shall offer of five and twenty thousand reeds (a reed 
is nearly 10^ ft.) in breadth, and in length as one of the other 
parts, from the east side unto the west side: and the Sanctuary 
shall be in the midst of it. It shall be for the Priests that are 
sanctified (adThess. 5-23) of thesonsof Zadok; whichhavekept 
my charge which went not astray. Zadok means, the righteous 
one, and represents the faithful Gospel Ministers whose theme 
is Holiness, and in a preceding chapter we find that Holiness 
will be the law of the House. (Jer. 3-15). Then following in 
the same chapter is the description of the City, suburbs, &c., 
which I shall not stop to describe, but they that serve the City 
shall serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. As for the rest of 
tribes from the east side unto the west side, Benjamin shall 
have a portion. And by the border of Benjamin, from the east 
side unto the west side, Simeon shall have a portion. And by 
the border of Simeon, from the east side unto the west side, 
Issachar a portion. 

And by the border of Issachar, from the east side unto the 
west, Zebulun a portion. In Deut. 33-18, 19, Zebulun and Issa- 
char are mentioned together in the blessing. Rejoice Zebulun 
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in thy going out, and Issachar in thy tents. They shall call the 
people unto the mountain. Isa. 2-3. Come ye and let us go 
up to the mountain of the Lord, to the House of the God of 
Jacob, and He will teach us of His ways, and we will walk in 
His paths, for out of Zion shall go forth the law and the Word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. There they shall offer the sacriiGces 
of Righteousness for they (Zebulun and Issachar) shall suck of 
the abundance of the sea and of the treasures hid in the sand. 
Zebulun is to rejoice in his going out, in Gen. 49-13, we 
read, Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the sea. And he 
shall be tor an haven of ships and his border shall be unto Zidon. 
You will observe by the Map how quiet the point of water lies 
in Zebulun's portion, you will also observe that at the present 
time there is no coast to Zidon which is well up on the coast of 
the Mediterranean. We are instructed in this connection in 
Zech. 14-4, 5. That by means of an earthquake the Mt. of Olives 
shall cleave in the midst thereof towards the east and towards the 
west and there shall be a very great valley, and half the moun- 
tain shall remove towards the north, and half towards the south 
for the valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal. Now do 
you see that will make direct communication between the Great 
Sea and the Dead Sea, and further upon this point we read in 
Ezek. 47-8, these waters issue out towards the east country and 
go down into the desert, and go into the sea, which being 
brought forth into the sea, the water shall be healed, v. 10. and 
fishers shall stand upon it to spread forth nets; their fish shall 
be according to their kinds as the fish of^the Great Sea, exceed- 
ing many. But the miry places thereof and the marshes thereof 
shall not be healed; they shall be given to salt. Lastly Gad. 
And by the border of Zebulun, from the east side and unto the 
west side. Gad a portion. Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad^ 
In a portion of the lawgiver was he seated, and he came with 
the heads of the people. He executed the justice of the law and 
His judgments with Israel. This then is the Land which was 
given and is to be divided among the Twelve tribes of Israel, 
and these their portions.

Ezek. 44^4 reads in this wise. Son of man behold with 

thine eyes and hear with thine ears, and set thine heart upon 
all that I shall shew thee, for to the intent that I might shew 
them unto thee art thou brought hither. Declare all that thou 
seest to the House of Israel. Portions of eight chapters follow- 
ing are taken up with minute description of a Temple, prepara- 
tions including the arrangements for offering sacrifices. The 
magnitude of this temple shows that the prophet does not de- 
scribe Solomon's Temple nor any of its restorations, nor any 
Templ^e that; has ever yet existed, and from the dimensions in 
Ezek. 48-10 'it will be nearly one mile square. Its location as 
already read will be in the midst of the Holy Oblation, or that 
portion set aside for worship, or sacred purposes. Present re- 
ports on this subject are as follows: During a recent tour in 
Europe, Rev. A. B. Simpson, of New York City, and whose 
name and work are well known here,' found skilled Artisans re- 
mote and unknown to each other, who were at work upon costly 
stone carvings, and brasses. They reported that they were 
working to fill an order given by a Jew for the new Temple to 
be built at Jerusalem. Prof. Totten says, he has known per- 
sonally of Jewish movements looking toward the recovery of 
Palestine dating back as far as 1880. The architectural designs 
for the new Temple are founded upon Ezekiel's ''Templates,*' 
which we are considering at this time, and were worked out 
long ago. All this has been done in secret, and is personally 
known to Professor Totten. All the plans of many Jewish 
societies are now rapidly maturing. Another personal testi- 
mony bearing upon the same movement is by an English lady, 
an Artist and Sculptress, who while travelling over Italy came to 
Milan, and visiting one of the grandest workshops, saw a mag- 
nificent pillar. She said to the Artist, what is this? Madam, 
he said, it is a pillar for the new Temple at Jerusalem. She 
came to Rome and visited another grand place, and there saw 
an exactly similar pillar. She asked. What is this pillar? Oh, 
it is a pillar for the future Temple at Jerusalem. 
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That same lady went elsewhere where were seen among- 
brass works two magnificent gates. What are they for, she 
again asked? For the future Temple at Jerusalem, was the re- 
ply. Now two questions. Will the new Temple be located at 
Jerusalem? and will sacrifices again be offered? First. The 
new Temple will not be located at Jerusalem, but in the midst 
of the portion set aside for Holy purposes as already read, and 
as seen upon the Map. Second. The question of future sacri- 
fices is fully and magnificently decided in Heb. lo-i, 15. For 
the law having a shadow of good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never, with those sacrifices which 
they offer year by year continually, make the comers there- 
unto perfect. For then would they not have ceased to be 
offered, because that the worshippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. 

But in those sacrifices there is a remembrance again made of 
sins every year. For it is not possible that the blood of bulls 
and of goats should take away sins. Wherefore when He Com- 
eth into the world,He saith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldst 
not, but a body hast thou prepared me. In burnt offerings and 
sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure. Then said I, Lo I 
come (In the volume of the book it is written of me), to do Thy 
will, O God. Above when he said, sacrifice and offering and 
burnt offerings, an offering for sin thou wouldst not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein which are offered by the law; Then said 
he, Lo, 1 come to do the will of God. He taketh away the first, 
that He may establish the second. By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of the body of Jesus Christ Once 
For All. And every priest standeth daily ministering and offer- 
ing oftentimes the same sacrifices, which can never take away 
sins. But this man, after He had offered one sacrifice for sins 
forever, sat down on the right hand of God. From henceforth 
expecting till his enemies be made His footstool. For by one 
offering He hath perfected forever them that are sanctified, 
Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us. And now do 
you not see the wonderful purport of the statement, in Ezek. 
-^0-4. Declare all \-hat thou seest to the House of Israel? Jesus 
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being rejected by the House of Judah, was accepted by the 
. House of Israel, therefore we read in Jer. 3-18 which I rejoice 
to read again, In those days the House of Judah shall walk With 
the House of Israel and they shall come Together out of the 
North to the Land that I have given for an inheritance unto 
your fathers, and in Hosea i-io, 11 Then shall the children of 
Judah and the children of Israel be gathered together and ap- ^ 
point themselves one head and they shall come up out of the 
Land. And in that day there shall be a root of Jesse which 
shall stand for an ensign of the people, and He shall set up an 
ensign for the nations and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel 
and gather togfether the dispersed of Judah from the four cor- 
ners of the earth. The envy also of Ephraim shall depart,and 
the adversaries of Judah shall be cut off. 

Ephraim shall not envy Judah, and Judah shall not vex 
Ephraim. Moreover, (Ezek. 37-16, 28) Thou son of man, take 
thee one stick,and write upon it. For Judah,and for the children 
of Israel his companions: then take another stick, and write 
upon it, For Joseph, the stick of Ephraim and for all the House 
of Israel and his companions: 

And Join Them one to another into one stick; and they shall 
becom^ One in thine hand. And when the children of thy people 
shall speak unto thee, saying: Wilt Thou not shew us what thou 
meanest by these? Say unto them, thus saith the Lord God, 
Behold, I will take the stick of Joseph, which is in the hand of 
Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel his fellows, and will put them 
with him, even with the stick of Judah, and make them one 
stick, and they shall be One in Mine hand. And the sticks 
whereon thou writest shall be in thine hand before their eyes. 
And say imto them. Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I will 
take the children of Israel from among the heathen, whither 
they be gone, and will gather them on every side, and bring 
them into their own land: And I will make them One nation 
in the land upon the mountains of Israel: and One King shall be 
king to them all: and they shall be no more two nations, neither 
shall they be divided into two kingdoms any more at all: Neither 
shall they defile themselves any more with their idols, nor with 
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their detestable things, nor any of their transgressions: but I 
will save them out of all their dwelling places, wherein they 
have sinned, and will cleanse them; so shall they be my people, 
and I will be their God. And David my servant shall be king 
over them and they shall all have one shepherd: they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and observe my statutes, and do them- 
And they shall dwell in the land that I have given them unto 
Jacob my servant, wherein your fathers have dwelt; and they 
shall dwell therein, even they, and their children, and their 
children's children forever. And my servant David shall be 
their Prince forever. 

Moreover, I will make a covenant of peace with them; it 
shall be an everlasting covenant with them: and I 'will place 
them, and multiply them, and will set my Sanctuary in the midst 
of them forevermore. 

My tabernacle also shall be with them: yea, I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people. And the heathen shall 
know that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when my Sanctuary 
shall be in the midst of them forevermore. The two sticks are 
spoken of as a standard or an ensign. They are said to be 
united in the Prophet's hand and in the hand of the Lord 
through the cross of Christ of which the two sticks are signifi- 
cant emblems. Ezekiel saw in the Spirit poured out upon the 
dry bones which were likened to Israel's condition, he saw the 
awakening, the identity, by appreciation of the separation of 
the two houses of Israel and Judah, and the restoration of those 
people so long separated. **He saw the two Scepters each dis- 
tinct, united, and the One King chosen by both, and He of 
David's line, and the purification. Divine protection, the per- 
manent Sanctuary, the implicit obedience, and the conversion 
of the heathen to Christ." Oh is He not Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, Mighty God, the Everlasting Father and the Prince of 
Peace. 
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THE CITY.

You observed Joseph was to 
Tiave two portions in the dividing of the Land as represented by 
his two sons Ephraim and Manasseh, but in the gates of the 
City Joseph stands in his own place as one of the Twelve; also 
the name of the City from that day shall be The Lord is there.
